Market Stronger, Crop Damage Humors Being
Chief Influence.Receipts Light and

: t cks Diminishini?.
New York. Juno 0..Firmness pre-

vailed In domestic wheat markets ear¬
ly in Hit! week.- At times there was »

strong rising tendency. t>ut as there
were numerous receivlöns tho not ad-

: vanco was unimportant. A wise dif¬
ference of opinion obtained as to the
crop outlook tu the Southwest, which
served iu make traders nervous.

At the outset bullish sentiment was
fostered by additional reports respoct-
ing deterioration in Kansas and Ne¬
braska consequent upon IricK ot mols-
Tturi and high temperatures. 1 Mil cr-
. noes eif opinion among crop examiners
in lhe Southwest und« it certain tiiut
there were see-lions heing bouofltOd by
showers or light rnlnfuU, while other
sections wore not suffering apparently
for rain. Some idea us to the dis¬
agreements can i>- formed from tho
fact that estimates as to tin- probable
yield in Kansas varied between 65,-
000.000 and 90,000,000 bushels, the ex¬
tremes naturally representing opposite
Interests. Conservative merchants who
have recently been in Kansas agree
that, barring furnier accidents, pro¬
duction should probably be close to
Sii,linn.iioo bushels. Buying .it times
was stimulated partly by the light
world's shipments and the resultant
large decrt-nso in tin- quantity on l>ans-
agu, 3,8887500 bushels, whereas a year
.iuii liiere was an increase of 2.3 10,-
000/ bushels. Meanwhile, receipts In
vyestern prlmorj points continued
small, while withdraw!* into consump¬
tive channels, both domestic und for¬
eign; wen- large, foreshadowing addl-
tlonnl material reductions In avail¬
able supplies. As a rule, cable advices
